Tho vietory of the
vliftors was duo chiefly to tho wlld-
ness of Pltcher Mayberry. The twlrler
for tho Red Sox allowed nlne hlts, two
of whlch were doubles, hlt flve batters
nnd gave three bases on balls. Llpo
and Helber wero each hlt twlce.

Verbout, for the Colts, was taken
out after tho seventh Innlng. Up to
this tlmo he had ylelded three doubleH
and two slngles, struck one batter and
glven flve bases on balls. \valker,
who pltched tho rematnlng two In¬
nlngs, gave two bases on balls, but
allowed no hlts and no runs. He re-
tlred tlie Bldo ln the nlnth without
lettlng a Danville playor get on a
baso.
. Tho grounds were ln bad condltlon.
due to tho heavy rains, and the double-
header scheduled had to be called off.
Tho Colts put up a clean game ln the
fleld, and several pretty plays were
pulled off. The locals at times ap¬
peared to loaf on the Job, and dld not
go to work wlth much snap. The
fans generaily dld not acqulesce ln the
Judgment of Manager Stafford ln keep-
Ing Mayberry in the box after the
score had been tlcd and Richmond had
changed twlrlern,
